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Resident Enrollment 
Higher Than Last Year

The number of students liv¬ 
ing on campus this year is slight¬ 
ly higher than last year, according 
to Larry Siegel, Director of 
Resident Life and Student 
Development. 

“For the most part, we 
have very few vacancies,” said 
Siegel. “There are approximately 
1770 resident students with about 
30 people still pending academic 
status.” This means that there are 
some students who were academ¬ 
ically dismissed and are petition¬ 
ing to get back in the school. 

According to Siegel, 
there are presently some vacan¬ 
cies in Leitch and Bourgeois 
Halls but nothing available in 
Concordia, Fox and the suites. 

The university has creat¬ 
ed single rooms in Fox as a spe¬ 
cial incentive for commuters to 
live on campus. “Normally, com¬ 
muters don’t have a shot at being 
a resident once they start com¬ 
muting,” said Siegel. However, 
the single rooms will not be taken 
from current residents. 

According to Siegel, 
approximately one third of the 
total UMass Lowell undergradu¬ 
ate population are residents. 
“Somewhere between 45 and 48 
percent of all new freshmen live 
on campus,” said Siegel. 

The chancellor has 
requested that the cost of rooms 


on campus not be raised more 
than two and a half to three per¬ 
cent next year. “We try to keep 
costs as low as possible,” said 
Siegel. The cost of housing at 
UMass Lowell is significantly 
less than at UMass Dartmouth 
and is consistent with the cost at 
UMass Amherst. 

Donahue and Fox halls 
have been designated as year- 
round or semi-year round hous¬ 
ing. Fox is open for the academ¬ 
ic year. Usually foreign students 
and athletes take advantage of 
this offer. 

According to Siegel, this 
year freshman honor sections 
were designated on the fifth floor 
of Donahue Hall, accommodating 
approximately 50 honors fresh¬ 
men. The program is run through 
the University for Teaching and 
Learning. 

The program has been 
so successful that the university 
will open another section in 
Sheehy Hall on South Campus 
next year. 

Students expecting to 
live on campus next semester 
must get their $200 deposit in to 
Resident Life by late March or 
early April. More information 
regarding housing will be made 
available later this semester. For

Flu Lingers After 
Epidemic Outbreak

Forget the socks and the 
underwear. This holiday season’s 
number one most unwanted gift is 
one that keeps on giving- influen¬ 
za. 

The Centers for Disease 
Control (CDC) in Atlanta said 
that by mid-December the 
influenza type A virus - more 


SGA PRESENTS SPRING AGENDA

Student Government Association 
(SGA) President Chris Doherty, 
in a brief interview, outlined the 
SGA agenda for the spring 
semester. Doherty said that he 
and the Student Senate will be 
working on strengthening rela¬ 
tions between the student popula¬ 
tion and Chancellor Hogan and 
will also, through meetings 
scheduled at the Amherst cam¬ 
pus, work on strengthening ties 
with the other four UMass cam¬ 
puses: Amherst, Dartmouth, 
Worcester and Boston. Doherty 
hopes to improve relations 
between students and faculty 
through the formation of an acad¬ 
emic affairs committee in the 
Senate. 

Also planned is the 
implementation of a voice-mail 
system originally suggested by 


students that will allow them to 
call in to see if classes have been 
canceled due to inclement weath¬ 
er. In addition, the SGA will be 
following up and pushing for 
construction of the proposed 
courtyard on North Campus. 

President Doherty said 
that student participation has 
improved greatly since the begin¬ 
ning of the school year. He hap¬ 
pily declared that all the Senate 
seats are full for the first time in 
several years. To encourage more 
student participation, Doherty 
said the SGA will push for acade¬ 
mic credit for participation in 
UML’s clubs and organizations. 
They will also work on making 
students more aware of the schol¬ 
arships available so that more stu¬ 
dents may apply for them. To 
give the students a direct voice in 
university affairs, a survey is 
being developed that will deter¬ 
mine what students feel should be 
included in the new student cen¬ 
ter that is scheduled to be built in 
the near future. 


In state government 
dealings, the SGA and student 
trustee Brian Andriolo are trying 
to persuade the state legislature 
not to carry out Governor Weld’s 
proposed $30 million cut in post- 
secondary education. They plan 
to go to the statehouse on UMass’ 
annual Statehouse Day, along 
with as many UML students as 
possible, to try to sway opinion in 
the students’ favor. Trustee 
AndrioJo is also working on get¬ 
ting newly appointed UMass 
president William Bulger to visit 
the Lowell campuses. 

Doherty stated that he is 
optimistic about the SGA’s agen¬ 
da and is looking forward to 
working with the rest of student 
government and student popula¬ 
tion in tackling the spring agenda. 


commonly known as “the flu” - 
has reached epidemic proportions 
in the nation. Twenty-nine states 
reported regional or widespread 
influenza-like illness in mid- 
December and the virus’ strength 
remained constant as of the first 
week in January. 

Nancy Arden, the 
CDC’s chief of influenza epi¬ 
demiology, said states in all areas 
of the nation have been hit hard 
by the flu and there is no way to 
tell when Americans will see 
relief from the virus, which is 
characterized by fever, headache, 
body aches and throat soreness. 

Dr. Marv Gardner of the 
student health center at 
Northwestern University said stu¬ 
dents came pouring into the 
office as soon as they came back 
from break on January third. 

Gardner said he noticed 
a considerable rise in flu cases 
ever since students returned back 
to the university from 
Thanksgiving break. 

But things could be 
worse, said Gardner, who added 
that the flu epidemic has not yet 
led to “standing room only” in the 
waiting room. 

“When it looks like a 
rock concert in here, you know 
you have a problem,” he said. 

Doctors say that the flu 
season seems to have had an early 
peak this year, starting sometime 
in mid-December, rather than the 
later part of January. But, they 
caution, two more strains of 
influenza will most likely show 
up before the flu season ends in 
April. 

College campuses are 
breeding grounds for many ill¬ 
nesses because of the close quar¬ 


ters associated with college life. 
Gardner said that college students 
tend to travel heavily during the 
holiday season and bring back ill¬ 
nesses to the campus from all 
over the nation. 

While the CDC recom¬ 
mends that people get an influen¬ 
za vaccination each October or 
November, Gardner said that it’s 
not too late to get a flu shot and 
spare yourself form the remaining 
strains of the virus. The shot 
takes a few weeks to become 
active in the body, but Arden said 
the vaccine has been shown to 
prevent illness in about 70-90 
percent of healthy adults younger 
than 65 years of age. 

Without the shot, the 
only way to avoid catching the flu 
is to stay away from everyone, 
Gardner said. Also, he claims 
that the immune system operates 
better if a person avoids heavy 
alcohol consumption and gets 
plenty of sleep and eats a healthy 
diet.

to Lake Superior State University. 

The university’s public 
relations department, who compiled 
the 20th annual list, aimed jabs at a 
collection of words and phrases that 
it found objectionable, including 
revisit, touch base, done deal and on 
the same page.

university study has found. 

Male attorneys who are 
attractive earn more money than their 
counterparts who are plain-looking, 
according to a recently released 
study. The study, co-authored by pro¬ 
fessors Daniel Hamermesh of the 
University of Texas and Jeff Biddle 


of Michigan State University, con¬ 
cluded better-looking lawyers who 
graduated in the 1970’s earned more 
and made partner more quickly than 
their homely classmates, with other 
things being equal. 

However, the same is not 
true for attractive female attorneys 
who had graduated from one law 
school. Photos were rated on a scale 


of strikingly handsome or beautiful, 
above-average attractiveness, plain, 
below-average attractiveness or 
homely. 

After five years of practice, 
those male lawyers who were rated 
most attractive outearned their 
worse-looking classmates. By the 
15th year of practice, the earning gap 
was larger. 


Why beauty seemed to play 
a role in the legal field is unclear, said 
researchers. But they surmised that 
clients may prefer good-looking 
lawyers because they are perceived to 
be better communicators.

Those who 
show symptoms of an eating disorder will be encouraged to 
maje an appointmnet for a full evaluation. 

“Each year we see students with advanced eating 
disorders brought into the health center only after they have 
passed out while trying to jog. Even then, lying in a hospi¬ 
tal with a weak heartbeat and almost no blood pressure, it 
often takes days for the students to admit they have been eat¬ 
ing practically nothing and exercising compulisvely,” said 
Kathy Hotelling, Ph.D., President of the Association of 
University and College Counseling Center Directors. 

In order to reach as many students as possible, ath¬ 
letic department, sororities and other collegiate organiza¬ 
tions will be encouraging members to go to the screenings as 
a team or group activity. Students are also encouraged to 
bring a friend if they are concerned about his or her eating 
behavior. 

Eating disorders are illnesses that are associated 
with severe body image distortion and an obsession with 
weight. Sufferers are terrified of gaining weight and contin¬ 
ue to diet or binge and purge even as their mental and phys¬ 
ical health deteriorate. In addition to depression and sub¬ 
stance abuse disorders, victims of eating disorders can also 
develop heart problems, osteoporosis, and repreductive dif¬ 
ficulties. Left unchecked, eating disoredres can kill. 

“Four to five percent of all female college students 
suffer from anorexia, bulimia, or binge eating disorder, and 
at least five times as many engage in substantially disor¬ 
dered eating behaviors,” said David B. Herzog, M.D., 
Director of the Harvard Eating Disorders Center and 
Scientific Director of NEDSP. Although there is a prepon- 
demace of women with eating disorders, men are also sus¬ 
ceptible and can suffer similar complications. Five to ten 
percent of all people with eating disorders are men.” 

People with anorexia nervosa literally starve 
themselves by dramatically restricting their caloric intake. 
Symptoms include significant weight loss, loss of menstrua¬ 
tion, dry skin, sallow complexion, and an intense fear of 
gaining weight, even when underweight. 

Bulimia Nervosa is characterized by binge periods 
in which the sufferer consumes an unusually large amount of 
food while feeling out of conteol of his or her eating. As the 
binge ends, fear of weight gain causes the person to purge, 
ghenerally by vomiting, using laxatives or compulsively 


exercising for hours. Bulimics often develop swelling of the feet, hands and cheeks, and serious dental, throat, and 
intestinal problems. 

Binge eating disorder is similar to bulimia but without the purging behavior. The binge eater sometimes 
eats enormous amounts of food very quickly, even when not hungry, until he or she feels uncomfortably full. Binge 
eaters often feel embarrassed by their inability to stop the binge.

Machine Head - Bum 
My Eyes (Roadrunner) 

The extreme side of 
90’s music is dirtier and more 
bloody than anyone could con¬ 
ceive ten years ago. Well repre¬ 
sented in this, the last decade of 
the century, thrash bands have 
evolved into collections of 
mature, respected and more com¬ 
prehensible artists. Those that 
can adapt, like Slayer, Prong, 
and Corrosion of Conformity, 
can survive. Those that come off 
the chopping block as aggres¬ 
sively as Machine Head will 
define and shape the next ten 
years of metal. Machine Head’s 
steamrollering debut. Burn My 
Eyes , does what Metallica’s Kill 
'Em All did for the early 80’s. 

Formula vocalist Robb 
Flynn and company adapt the 
crunch and power of the best 
speed riffs to smart and unbri¬ 
dled lyrics and melodies. The 
heavyweight feel of the album is 
not relentless, but rather is 
encompassing, as each new song 
takes a new direction, only to 
come back and tear apart the 
senses. Flynn bellows “Let free¬ 
dom ring with a shotgun blast!” 


in “Davidian,” and it is lyrics 
like this that let him defend his 
songs. “The ultimate goal is to 
use my words as a means to 
instill some visual impressions 
and to open some eyes,” says 
Flynn. “People tend to freak 
over my lyrics, but I’m actually 
trying to create something posi¬ 
tive from a very negative envi¬ 
ronment.” The “negative envi¬ 
ronment” Flynn refers to is inner 
Oakland, Calif., where “survival 
[can be] a fight from each day to 
the next.” It seems there needs 
to be that negative element to 
form a good thrash band these 
days, and Machine Head’s fren¬ 
zied album dethrones the older 
thrashers of the past few years 
and usurps their hold on the 
speed-metal monarchy. 

Chris Kontos’s pum- 
meling double bass drum sends 
shock waves right through, but 
never overpowers Flynn’s 
rhythms or bassist Adam Duce’s 
lines. The mix is sharp and very 
well managed, and it benefits 
from the improvements in 
thrash-metal production during 
the last decade. 

For a debut album to 
leave such an impression is rare, 
especially since “hard core 
metal” is such a misused term
